Taft Makes Great Headway. 

Mr. Taft has made a good impression wher- 
ever he has appeared, but it has remained for 
Gov. Hughes to cap the climax of successful 
campaigning in New York state. Not only 
has he made héadway with audiences up the 
state but his appearance in New York has 
been. the signal for a wave of republican en- 
thusiasmm® which has never before been wit- 
neseed In the histery of New York politics, 

Therefore, all campaign plans have been 
changed and it has been decided to have Gov. 
Hughes here in Manhattan on the day before 
election, where he will close the campaign 
instead of making talks up the state, as had 
been previously planned. 

During the whole of the campaign in New 
York state there has been an exchange of 
eomplimenhts between Mr. Taft and Gov. 
Hughes. The governor has gone out of his 
way to laud the executive ability of the for- 
mef secretary of war. 

He has told his audiences that Mr. Taft is 
particularly well adapted to manage the af- 
fairs of the nation because of his training in 
public work.

Nathan Spira Drops $30,000 in 
80 Days Inte Gamblers’ Hands. 


TELLS NAMES AND DATES. 


West Side Store Wrecked by His At- 
tempts to Win a Fortune. 


Racehorse and card gamblers in Chicago 
and elsewhere assisted Nathan Spire in dis- 


sipating his wealth in the month or so just. 
reer Spire bs fe he ese, tae hea 


Three of his fitty Esddidin here thrown 
him into bankruptcy proceedings, and during 
the hearing through which it ie hoped to lo- 
cate some of his astets. He swore that gam- 
blers have duped him out of more than $80,000 
during the last thirty days, and that much of 
this went into the gba of the local fra- 
ternity. ; 

Spira merely aiid ened gambling in a 
general way until Attorneys Michael Gesas 
ami T. ©. Bunch and Receiver William 
BP. Zibell produced checks given to the 
different gambling house proprietors, and 
then the alleged bankrupt gave names and lo- 
cations, but described them as vaguely as he 
could, 

Gambling Houses Named. 

Among Chicago gambling houses named as 
receiving money from Spira, and the de- 
scription of the places as given by him, were 
the following: p 

“ At Pat O'Malley's, Clark street, near 
Polk, I lost $400 or $500 playing the races. 
I lost some—I don't know how much—playing 
poker and faro. 

“T also lost at Bud White's, in Dearborn 
street, .across from the First National bank, 
It ie run as a clubroom. You go up three or 
four flights on the elevator and rap at a 
blind door: The lookout sticks bis head out 
and if you are all right you enter. If not 
you are told to go away. I lost between 
$1,200 and $1,500 in that place during the 
last three. weeks playing faro. 

“At Buckingham &. Essig’s, In Monroe 
street across from the First National bank, 
I lost $400 within the last twenty days playing 
the races. Can't tell the sum total of the 
money that house received from me. 1 
played poker and other games there also. 


Faro His Favorite Game. 

“ at Doc Rafael’s, in Michigan avenue, 
near Twelfth street, I lost $1,200 at my last 
sitting a couple of weeks ago. Yes, I had 
lost money there before. I never played 
roulette there. My favorite game nm that 
house was faro. 

‘‘In Rogers’ place, West Madison street, 
near Green, I lost $1,000 the last time I was 
over playing faro and poker. 

* Over Novashelsky's saloon, on Twelfth 
street, west of Haisted, in games conducted 
by Juliue Feldstein and 8, Goldstein, I lost 
money a number of times, and those checks 
for $150, $200, $250, and $300, and perhaps 
some others made out by me in favor of 
these men represent my losses at their 
tables. 

‘During my recent trip out of the vate By 
lost about $12,000 at the Latonia racetra 
Il went there trying to recoup my losses in 
Chicago gambling houses. 


Tries the Stock Exchange. 

“ Since August last I believe I lost $9,000 
speculating through the brokerage firm of

money wert lately. I didn’t buy much from 
these brokers, and my losses were sustained 
principally through: selling Union Pacific 
common short.” 

arly in 1001, Spiraea, with a capital of $500, 
entered into a partnership with his brother 
and brother-in-law, having like sums, under 
the name of Spira, Steiner & Spira. It was 
a wholesale woolen goods concern and located 
at 185 Hast Van Buren street. When they 
dissolved last April, Nathan Spira got about 
$12.000 for his one-third interest. 

Since entering business for himself Spira 
has purchased about $70,000 worth of goods. 
He made large purchases during the latter 

part of Auugust and Attorneys Gesas and 
Bunchaver got seventy day datings so that 
the bills would fall due about Nov. 1.

Electric Railway and Allied Cor- 
porations Found to Be Full 
of Frenzied Finance. 


MOST OF MONEY DIVERTED. 


Of $16,000,000 Put in by Investors 
$10,000,000 Goos to Something 
Elise than Construction. 


FULL REPORT 10 RECEIVERS, 


One of the worst messes of frenzied finance 
ever served up to the American public was 
disclored yesterday in the affairs of A. C. 
Frost's bankrupt Chicago and Milwaukee 
electric railway. 

In spite of the labored efforts of interested 
persons to conceal the facts it became known 
that alarming conditions warranting! the 
most serious charges of financial jugglery 
have been reported to the receivers of the 
concern. 

The revelations substantiate nearly all of 
the accusations made against Frost when 
his troubles firat became public last January. 
It is shown that the road is completely 
swamped by debt; that Frost padded the 
earnings to conceal a constant deficit, and 
that nearly $10,000,000 out of the $16,000,000 
poured into the venture has been squandered 
or diverted. 3 

The disclosed methods by which Frost shuf- 
fled the money of investora through the rail- 


poad company, the Republic Construction. 


company, which built the line, A. C, Frost 
& Co., bankers, and a myriad collateral ven- 


tures, amount to a financial legerdermain of 


the highest order. In these transactions 
st dealt principally with Frost, as he was 
president of all the corporations involved, 


Official Report to Receivers.

One of the leadere in the scheme for @ re- 
organization for which the bond holders are 
asked to deposit their bonds is E. A. Shedd, 
the principal owner of the National Life In- 
surance company, who ie represented on the 
bond holders’ committee by his brother, C. B. 
Shedd. The insurance company loaned $982, - 
000 to the railroad, but Shedd assumed the 
indebtednese when the road got into trouble. 
These loans were made to Frost through the 
Fidelity Safe Deposit company, which re- 
ceived a commission of $62,000 therefor. The 
Fidelity was owned at the time by the Na- 
tional Life, but later was purchased by Shedd. 


More Financing Under Receiver. 

There also are interesting wrinkles in the 
financing of the completion of the road dur- 
ing the last few months. Receiver Moore 
was appointed by Jucge Grosscup at the 
instance of the Loewenfeldt London Security 
company, which Nap $1,250,000 of the road’s 
bonds. Loewenfeldt aleo agreed to take 
$1,000,000 of the receivers’ certificates issued 
for the completion of the road into Milwau- 
kee, and Engineer Drum was appointed, at 
the instance of Receiver Moore, to superin- 
tend the work: They contracted to finish 
the roac and to receive a commission of 
$40,000. 

Mr. Loewenfeldt, it appears, did not pur- 
chase the receivers’ certificates, as had been 
agreed, but turned them over to Receiver 
Moore, who was to try to dispose of them in 
the United States and Canada, there being 
no market for them in London after the ex- 
posures of the Frost road's condition. In 
exchange: for the certificates Loewenfelct 
took $1,000,000 of the bonds of the Michigan 
United Railways company, in which Moore 
je interested. Loewenfeldt, as a result of 
these deals, has furnished only $180,000 
toward the financing of the completion of the 
road, 

Receiver Moore and Engineer Drum under- 
took to purchase at their own valuations, 
which were said to be ridiculously low, 4 
number of cars, some conatruction material, 
ané other property of the bankrupt road. 
They wanted to use the property on their 
own lines in Michigan and Canada, but they 
were prevented from removing it. 


Many Millions Swallowed Up. 

The ArthurYoung report shows that $8,454, - 
000, including the foating debt and the padded 
figures, have been spent in the construction 
of the entire road. Outstanding against this 
is a total bond and certificate isspe of $16,000,- 
000 and other debts amounting 0 $2,169,000, 
making @ total debt of $18,1 The dif- 
ference between this amount and the money 
actually expended on the road is $9,715,000. 

Only a hazy idea of the ultimate disposition 
of this $9,715,000 exista, outside the circle of 
Frost and his confidante. Most of it went into 
the hands of A. C. Frost & Co. and thence was 
parceled out to various Frost enterprises. 
About 2,000,000 went to the Alaska Central 
railway, of which Frost was president. A 
tremendously large amount was dissipated in 
the selling of bonds at extremely low prices. 
Until the affairs of A. C. Frost & Co. are 
probed thoroughly the investors will not know 
all of the quickeands that, sucked in their 
money. 

Wisconsin Division a Wonder. 

The Wisconsin division of the road is the 
most striking example of Frost financing. 
The actual cost of the construction was 
$2,260,000. Against this is a debt of $13,929, - 
805, composed of these items:

real story of the operations of the 
high financiers wae not disclosed until 
evenings after representatives of the Hill 
National Reporting agency had arrested 
Hooper Bnd De Vine, and, they say, obtained 
confessions from them. All three men are 
charged with procuring money by a confi- 
dence game. 

A story Is told of a care free existence, in 
which the chief aim of these operatives was 
to consume sumptuous meals.and drinks in 
sufficient quantities to warrant them in pre- 
senting sight drafts to waiters to be cashed, 

Tt appeared that Browning’s ostensible 
business of acting as fiscal agemt for the 
Twentieth Century Window company merely 
was a side issue. His real business, accord- 
ing to the evidence In the hands of Georges 
W. Haines of the reporting agency, was to 
present and cash sight drafts on the Maesa- 
chusetts Banking and Mortgage company, 
Boston. 

While the drafts plainly have beem shown 
to be bogus, the “ financing "’ system of the 
brokers wae such that they were able to con- 
tinye, by a system of “ robbing Peter to pay 
Paul,” to present them in the same places for 
a year without detection, 


How Scheme Was Worked. 

According to the story which they told 
Haines, they had an understanding with the 
Boston “ banking” concern—which they ad- 
mitted wae not a bank at all—through which 
they were to draw euch sight drafts as they 
saw fit without having a penny deposited 
there. A few days later, they said, their eys- 
tem was to draw more 8, cash them 
in Chi@ago, and telegraph! the money to W. 
H. North, head of the “banking” concern to 
cover the first draft, 

Conaequently when the draft reached Boe- 
ton, several daye after it had been cashed 
in Chicago, it wae honored. North, said the 
men, received 1 per cent of the money he 
handled for hie part in the financial transac- 
tion. 

The drafte always were dated two days 
behind the time they were offered to be 
cashed and they were supposed to have been 
gent on from Boston. Fach draft was fora 
greater amount than the preceding one, be- 
cause of the necessity of covering the old 
one before it reached the Boston “ bank.” 


Tire of “Hard Work.” 

This might have gone on indefinitely had 
not the brokers become tired of “ working’’ 
so hard. Apparentiy, the task of eating big 
meals and pliing up debts to be paid fn bogus 
drafts was too irksome for them. Mo they 
made a practice of drawing up to Stilison’s 
café in an automoblile—whose it wae nobody 
knows—and spending their time in enjoying 
life. They ate omy what they wanted witn- 
out regard for the necesstties of the oocasion. 

In their utter abandon they ignored 
“ Banker” North and their Boston connec- 
tions, with the result that several drafts 
were returned with the words ‘‘ draft went to 
protest” stamped ecross their engraved 
faces. 

Browning and Hooper, however, arched 
their eyebrows in gentee! surprise and com- 
mented on the fact that “it all was deuced 
strange.’ Then they clambered into their 
auto and honk-bonked away to some other 
congenial resting place.

Iam more radical than I was 
in 1896, and have nothing to withdraw on 
economic questions which have been under 
discussion.’ ” 

Secretary Cortelyou asked of what value 
would be Bryan’s guaranty plan ® a situation 
like last fall when nearly every bank in the 
country suspended cash payments, in part at 
least. 

“A guarantee fund,”’ he said, ** for all banks 
in the United States computed on the Okla- 
homa basis of 1. per cent of deposits would 
amount to a little over $65,000,000. There are 
several banks here in the city of New York 
which carry deposits of over $100,000,000 each : 
while banks having upward of $50,000,000 of 
ceposits number more than a dozen. Thusa 
single large failure might wipe out the entire 
guaranty fund. This guaranty scheme of 
Mr. Bryan's, like so many others of his 
schemes, does not guarantee.”

In eybmitting recommendations for the 
Cook county senatorial districts the Legisla- 
tive Voters’ keague has turned to the minor 
party candidates to find what it considers 
proper jegiglative material.

HITS GOV. WARNER’S POLICY. 


Ray Stannard Baker Says Michigan Ex- 
ecutive Is Spoilsman—Urges 
‘ Civil Service Law. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 20.—The Free Press 
has printed a letter from Ray Stannard 
Baker attacking the so-called spoils policy 
of Gov. Warner and opposing the gov- 
ernor in his campaign for re#lection. Mr. 
Baker says the governor has prostituted 
the various departments of the state admin- 
istration to his own political purposes and 
cites the work of the game and forestry offi- 
clals, the state railroad commission, and 
other employés of the state to prove his 
statements. 

Mr. Baker charges that the governor has 
overridden the principle of primary reform 
in order to promote his own political power 
and urges the well thinking voters of the 
state to repudiate the executive at the com- 
ing election.

In discussing this issue raised by Mr. Stev- 
enson, he said: 

“One of the contentions advanced by Gen. 
Stevenson as a reason for electing a demo- 
cratic governor in a republican state is that 
the governor's office is nonpartisan. The in- 
ference is, therefore, drawn that it is imma- 
terial to republicans whether or not they 
support for governor a member of their own | 
party or a democrat. In this way it is attempt- | 
ed to secure, in a strongly republican state, 
the election of a democratic candidate. Such 
an argument will not bear investigation. 

‘The governorship, far from heing an office 
of no political complexion, fs, perhaps, more 
than any other, designed to shape the poll- 
cies which give character to a government or 
an administration. 

“ There is, for instance, no more potent in- 
fluence in an administration, especially 
where the legislative and executive branches 
are in harmony, than “os prirobonrtbeh ows biennial 
messages addressed to the general assem 

‘In case of the death of a United States 
senator during the recess of the general as- 
sembly, it becomes the duty of the governor 
to appoint his successor. _In this way the 
governor, regardless of the political com- 
plexion of the general assembly, may appoint 
a member-of his own party in defiance of the 
known wishes of the general assembly and 
misrepresent in the national congress the 
policies of a majority of the electorate. 

“Another prerogative of the executive 
which, perhaps more than any other power, 
enables the governor to give character to 
the work of another and independent branch 
of the government, is the power of the veto. 

“But it is the general power of appoint- 
ment to the public service, which. exereised 
no matter how entirely in the public interest,

Calls It “Alluring Subterfuge.” 

“To say of an office with such extensive 
prerogatives and with such al) but unlimited 
d@iscretion and influence in the direction of 
public affaires that it is nonpartisan in the 
sense that it metters not whether the person 
exercising these large powers and this dis- 
cretion represents one set of political princi- 
ples or another, is idle and fs only a subter- 
fuge for alluring to the support of the cand!- 
date of one party such of the voters of the 
other as can be misied by sophistry. 

‘Once the election is over and the public 
officers have been chosen they become, it is 
true, the servants of the people as a whole, 
put they were none the leas elected as repre- 
sentatives of one or other of the political par- 
ties, with well recognized principles as set out 
in their party platforms to which they owe 
allegiance. 

“The assertion that the governor's office 
is nonpartisan ia one of those assertions which 
undertake to prove too much. Precisely the 
game argument as is made regarding the non- 
partisanship of the governor's office can be 
made to show that the legislative office is 
nonpartisan, and that there {is no political 
distinction between democrats, republicans, 
prohibitionists, and socialists when once they 
have been elected members of the general as- 
sembly. 

Roger C. as an Example. 

“ We can judge the kindof nonpartisan ad- 
ministration we would have by the kind of 
campatgn being Waged to establish it. Mr. 
Roger Sullivan, democratic member of the 
national cormmittee from Illinois, is conduct- 
ing this nonpartisan campaign. To make

for retail sale. The farmer, intoxicated with 
the science of corn breeding, and soil main- 
fenance, and bursting with prosperity and 
skyfiying land values,. has passed up such 
menial jobs as taking care of cows and mak- 
ing butter. The old cow does not come to 
market to be made@into meat. 

The farmer's, wife does not make butter 
every Friday, to peddle it in town on Satur- 
day. Instead, she goes to the woman's club 
wn a and the matinées in town on Sat- 
urday 

Corn pays the freight. With townspeople 
abandoning chickens, and cows, and poultry, 
and the farmers relegating them to the rear 
in his activities, and the demand constantly 
growing, it is not to be wondered at that 
milk, and butter, and eggs are high. 

Conditions make them high, not the tariff. 
Bryan and Kern may revise the tariff until 
they are blue “in the face, but unless they 
knock the whole bottom out of things, and 
the people are forced back on to their rear lots 
for all that's needed to keep them alive, but- 
ter, ¢ggs, and meat will continue to be high. 

Milk fed chickens and nut fed turkeys, 
corn fed beef, and corn fed pork are what our 
esthetic tastes crave, and we must have 
them, and until some method is devised of 
raising them on less expensive food and in 
greater quantities they must expensive. 

Republican government has not made them 
high, but republican government probably 
has made it possible for more people to enjoy 
such luxuries than twenty years ago were 
undreamed of. . 


Why Buildings Cost More. 


I have had experience with building. The 
house I was born in cost about $1,000. It 
could be duplicated today for the same 
money, but the trouble is that none of us 
want to live tn its like. Lumber, and labor, 
and brick are higher, it is true, but the house 
would be put up and completed in half the 
time it took to erect the shelter under which 
I came into the world. 

It had no plumbing to gt owt of order. In 
our infancy we were hathed In a dish pan, and 
in our youth we bathed on Sunday afternoon 


jin a wash basin in the kitchen. 


Today the man who intends to build a house 
puts in a furnace, and fora couple of hundred 
more installs a bathroom and toilet. And 
whatever the price, he pays for it through the 
building and loan association in small bits, a 
bit each month 

Glass is higher because we use a higher 
priced glass. In that old home there were 
small panes of glass, and, as children, we 
amused ourselves laughing at the grotesque 


r figures these panes made out of people on the 


streets. Our thousand dollar house today has 
double strength giass in the windows, and the 
door a panel of plate glass. 

The humblest cottage has gas, and the gas 
company puts in the pipes and furnishes the 
gas stove on monthly installments. 

In those days there was not a paved street 
in central Illinois, because they did not know 
how to pave streets, and the people couldn’t 
afford the Improvements. Today the small- 
est village paves its main thoroughfare, and 
the cities have asphalt pleasure drives. and 
landscape parks with lakes and fountains, 
and pavilions, vistas, and ducks afid wild 
animals to entertain the children. 

These are possible because the people have 
the time and the money to enjoy them. 
Twenty years ago they were not possible 
because, while the people were living on less 
monéy and had less money on which to live, 


parks. 
Buy Food Once Raised. 


We buy our beans, and cabbage; and spin- 
nach, and chickens, and eggs, and milk be- 
cause we have the money to buy them with, 
and take the time it used to require to raise 
them and spend it for pleasures, recreation, 
education. 

But there are other evidences on the ques- 
tion of cost of living. In my boyhood days 
there was in Bloomington a little lunchroom 
where, for 5 cents. we boys could buy a 
quarter section of a cranberry pie. This was 
the joy of life. 

A few nights ago I wandered into a lunch- 
room in that same old town. Behind the 
counter was the familiar face of the man who 
used to sell us the quarter section of cran- 
berry pie for a nickel. 

* Got any cranberry pie?” I’asked. 

“ You. bet,” he replied. 

I got a quarter section. It tasted just as it 
did twenty years ago and it cost only 5 
cents. A glass of milk cost a nickel, just as 
it did then, and one of those vulcanized bun 
sandwiches with its thin shaven slice of ham 
hidden in its center was reminiscent of a 
long ago. Nothing had changed, not even 
the price. It costad cent piece. 


Better Hotels; Same Rates. 


I walked into the new llinois hotel. a big, 
fine: loking, fireproof structure, brilliant with 
its electric lights and home life glow in many 
windows, marble floors, mahogany furniture. 
woodwork, and fixtures, elevators, employés 
in uniform, a magnificent and costly buffet. 
set in solid woods and cut glass, a beautiful 
dining room and excellent cuisine, thick 
Bruss¢ls carpets on the floor. heds made for 
sleep and not for inquisitorial torture. hot 
and coid running water, and hot water heat 
in each room, and bath attached to many. 

“What are the rates?’ I asked. 

“Two dollars, $2,60, and $3 per day,” an- 
swered the clerk. 

Twenty years ago the old Ashley stood 
there. Then there was no service and no 
elevator. The bar was'in the dark, damp 
basement, coal oil lamps furnished illumina- 
tion, coal or wood stoves the heat, the beds 
were an infliction of vitalized torture. the 
dining room was a barn. through which the 
odors from kitchen circulated in a sort of a 
battle royal setto with the guests. 

What were the rates for this—$2, $2.50. ana 
$3 per day. 

What shall we say of cost of living tn the 
face of these facts? This is only one fllus- 
tration of the same character. They exist in 
every city in the United States.

I 
can get a much better one today for the same 
price, My hat was a standard make that has 
since never varied from its $3.50, $4, and $5 
prices.

Luxuries Used by All. 
As I finished high school I began to think 
about my reading and my books. Few homes 
had Hbraries. It was only here and there that

My first eniff of newspaper office air waa as 
a carrier on the old Leader.in Bloomington. I 
walked six miles every night to deliver twen- 
ty-five copies. It cost, all told, $400 per week 
to issue that paper. Now none of the dailies 
in cities of that clase get out under $1,500 a 
week. : 3 

For half the money we get ten, twelve, and 
sixteen pdge daili Hed with Hve telegraph 
news, and every pitase of human life covered 
by a well organized editorial department. By 
fast traine these papers are carried 100 miles 
in each direction-from the place of issue and 
laid down at the doors of the people. Rural 
mail service gives the farmer every day his 
daily almost as soon as the merchant in town 
gets his. 


How Printers Have Gained. 


Telephone in every country home and in 
every village, hamiet, and town makes it 
possible to collect the news the same day it 
happens. The daily is set up on linotypes, 
the office having as many machines as it used 
to have hand compositors, and each machine 
does the work of four men. 

The printer ia a gentleman. He works 
eight hours and draws his pay of $18:to $21 
a week. I speak now of the smaller cities. 
Under the old system of hand composition 
-he worked ten hours setting up the type and 
five hours in uneetting, or distributing, it, and 
he who could earn $15 a week was a wonder 
and a marvel. 

The markets today are flooded with all 
kinds of literature at the lowest prices. Jour- 
nals, magazines, and periodicals, edited by 
great men, illustrated truthfully, artistically. 
and profusely, retail in great numbers at 10 
and 15 cents. The worid'’s classics can be 
bought forasong. All of Shakspeare’s works 
in one volume may be had for 0 cents. Cur- 


rent literature in paper backs reaches the 


people with the dimes and quarters. 

Music is in every home. The piano agent 
has gone everywhere. The piano player is 
following him up clogely, throwing out the 
piane and putting in the mechanical piayer. 
Every girl takes a few or more music lessons. 

All these are additions to the living ex- 


j penses of which the masses knew nothing 


twenty years ago. 

On the cost of living I must not overlook 
the farmer. One complained to me the 
other day about the cost of living beirg high. 

“What's the trouble?” I asked him. 

” Well, gasoline is expensive,” he said. 

“What do you use gasoline for?’ I asked. 

“Well, you see, I have an automobile. Then 
I pump the water my stock drinks. I pump 
it also through my house. I grind my feed, 
shell my corn, and do everything of labor 
natural about a place with a gasoline en- 
gine.” 


Wants Best Both Ways. 


He thought beef too high, but corn at:75 
cents, he said, was about right, considering 
living. Hogs at $7 he considered good value, 
but he hated to pay such prices for pork chops 
at the butcher shop In town. Then he told 
me he had to pay telephone bills and the folks 
spent a good many dollars riding to town on 
the electric interurban. 

** Cars pass the house every hour,”’ said he. 
“and it’s a great temptation on a dull day to 
skip out for a little while.’ 

Early in my youth I had fully determined 
to be a “ journalist.” I felt the aflatus burst- 
ing in my breast. I knew none of the news- 
papers were being run right. What they 
lacked was a man of my temperament, vast 
knowledge, and comprehensive education. I 
had worked for Mr. W. O. Davis in the press- 
room of his Pantagraph in Bloomington, and 
I mustered up enough courage one day to tell 
him of my burning ambitions. 

He was a kindly man, even to budding 
“journalists ’’’ who were willing to disclose 
to him what was the matter with his paper. 
He discouraged me with a relation of the 
hardships of the journalistic seas dnd tried to 


point me to more lucrative paths, but I was 


determined to give Horace Greeley a tussle 
for that niche in the hall of fame that he was 


foccupying without due warrant of merit. 


He finally tossed over my devoted shoulders 
a bucket of cold water by telling me that a 
beginner Was a nuisance, and inetead of the 
office paying him a wage he should pay the 
office tuition for the privilege of learning 
something.

Tickets, However, May Enable 


Bryan to Oarry the State. 


Charles Nagel, acting chairman of the re- 
publican national committee at western 
headquarters, returned to St. Louis last 
night confident of the ability of the repub- 
liecans of Missour! to elect Hadley and their 
state ticket, and still hopeful that they would 
be able to *‘ repeat ’"’ on the national ticket. 

He-said that the ofily thing which stood 
between Taft and Missouri was the election 
law of the state, which requires the voter 
who scratches a ticket to write in the name of 
the candidate for whom he votes, hdving 
seratched out the name of his own party can- 
dicate. 

* Because of the senatorial contest between 
Folk and Stone,”’. he said, “ numbers of dem- 


vote for Hadley find it difficult to register 
their vote for republican electors. 


Scratching Is Made Difficult. 

“The law is. designed to make scratching 
difficult, and it does. The senatorial contest 
is of great interest to the democrats of the 
state and the men who might be counted on 
to vote for Taft want to vote for Polk against 
Stone. 

“ Having voted for Folk, it is necessary 
then, if they wish to vote for-the republican 
national ticket, to scratch out the names 
of the éighteen Cemocratic presidential elec; 
tors and write in the names of the republican 
presidential electors. 

‘* if it were mot for this obstacle we could 
be entirely confident that Misscuri would 
give its electoral vote to Taft. We are con- 
vineed that fhe republican state ticket will 
be elected, but the handicap under which the 
national ticket is running is tremendous. 


Taft Has Fighting Chance. 

* There is a possibility that democrats when 
they find how difficult it has been. made for 
them to vote as they wish to vote will balk at 
the whole procedure and will vote the straight 
republican ticket. I do not admit that Mis- 
souri will go for Bryan. We have a fighting 
chance in spite of the emibarraesments created 
by this combination of @ senatorial primary 
and a general election law.” 

Secretary William Hayward will not go 
back to Nebraska to vote, but will remain at 
headquarters over election. He says there is 
no doubt of a republican plurality in Bryan's

“The criminal laws of Chicago operate 
most harshly against the poor. Thousands 


«are purished yearly, who if they had the 


money to fight their cases would go free. 
Last year more than 7,000 men went to the 
brid@weil for violations of sore one of our 


5,000 city ordinances. The Illinois Central 


raiiroad company was fined $50 for the vio- 
lation of a city ordinance last week. This 
company made $150,000 the day the fine was 
imposed and cleared $57,000,000 last year, 
and the stockholders have been lying awake 
nights to think out a way to pay their fine.” 


This was the comment of Judge McKenzie 


Cleland last night in an attack on the.crim- 
inal laws, which, he @aid, were so obsolete 
that they really belonged to the dark ages. 
The judge was addressing the Men’s club 
of the First Congregational church of Evans- 


ton. 
Procedure Appalls Him. 

“T am not a socialist nor an anarchist, but 
I am appalied at the procedure in our crim- 
inal courts,” said the judge. “ Civil laws 
are bad enough where when a man sues for 
$100 due him he is compelled to sue the 
debtor on his bond after carrying the case 
through several appeals and delays, if he is 
successful im hie sult, and then he receives 
a bill from his lawyer for the difference be- 
tweem ‘the $100 and the lawyer's fees. 

“Fifty per cent of our cases are deter- 
mined on questions of practice and not on 
questions of justice. This is why crime is 
increasing three times faster than our popu- 
bation. 

“Tt ie a fect that crime is increasing at 
such a rate that the government refuses 
to publish the statistics. In 1690 they printed 
them; in 1900 they collected them and refused 
to publish them because they Jisc.osed such 
a frightful increase, and they ave not pub- 
lished them since.” 


Many in Jail 200 Times. 
Judge Cleland also denounced the jail as 


a reformatory. 


“T have had. before me twenty-eight 
womem who have been in the bridewell 100 
times each,”” he said. “ There are 4,500 men 
and women one have been there anywhere 
from two to 201 times. 

“Can you imagine a more ignorant act 
than sending a person to the bridewell the 
two hundred and first time, when 200 times 
failed to work any improvement? 

‘‘T am prepared to give a reward to a man 
coming out of jail better than when he went 
in. They are always worse.”

Watts of the Boston police force 
declared that the methods of the forgtr were 
similar to those used by a swindler who in 
1902 and 1903 obtained $33,000 worth of bonds 
from BE. H. Gay & Co. and N. W. Barris & Co. 

Caught by Bogus Telegram. 

Circulars that contained a description of 
De Vine were sent to the police of all the large 
cities. Detectives Dihe] and Decker of Capt. 
O'Brien's staff accosted De Vine as he stepped 
out of an elevator in the First National Bank 
building. A messenger boy with a bogus 
telegram was sent to the office where he was 
émployed. The message was supposed to 
have been sent by a friend of De Vine's, warr- 
ing him thatthe police were on his trail. He 
was instructed to Meet the sender of the mes- 
sage at a café near the First National bank, 
and was Urged to come at once. On his way 
out of the building he was intercepted by the 
detectives, who took him to Central station. 


Mistaken Identity, Says De Vine. 

“The police have made a serious mistake, 
in piacing’ me under arrest,’’ De Vine said 
later in the Harrison street station. “Of 
course we all make mistakes sometimes, and 
when A. B. Turner or one of his agents comes 
from Boston to identify me I will be re 
leased, because I have never been in Boston, 
in my Hfe, nor have I ever had any dealings. 
with that firm. I knew nothing about the 
case until I was placed under arrest, and alj 
that I Know now is that I resemble the man 
who is said tochave forged the bonds.

Manufacturers Say Prison Competition 
Is Ruinous and Deprives Many Chi- 
cago Workingmen of Jobs. 


Changes in the present methods of gov- 
erning the bridewell may result from a con- 
ference of city.officials, aldermen, and repre- 
sentatives of manufacturing interests’ held 
yesterdey afternoon in the city hall. Protest 
was made against the ryinous competition 
of bridewell products with the articles man- 
ufactured under ordinary conditions. 

Maj. B. F. Logan, representing Heywood 
Bros. and Wakefield company, who manu- 
facture rattan furniture, declared that stores 


are now sélling in Chicago rattan furniture 


at pricés less than the actual cost of manu- 
facture. 

‘“ At the present time,” he declared, “ we 
are only employing 112 men to make rattan 
furniture where we should have 180, At the 
bridewell, on the.other hand, they have near- 
ty 120 at work. Our goods are forced to com- 
pete with the products of these men and 
with the cohvicts In the Michigan peniten- 


tiary.”’ 
Present at the conference were the mem- 


bers of the bridewell board, George Mason, 


Charlés A. McCulloch, John J. Sloan, Ald. 
Lucas. Evans, Fulton, Lawley, and Clancy, 
and John L. Whitman, superintendent of 
the bridewell. 

Discussion of Maj. Logan’s figures dis-

The report brings out the fact that the 
gravel for grading came from pits owned 
by the ratiroad and was transported, with 
other material, for the construction com- 
pany on the road’s cars. For this service 
Frost, as president of the road, charged 
himself as president of the construction 
company a ridiculously high freight rate, 
which swelled the freight earnings in five 
years up to $1,088,230. The report says that 
a fair allowance would have been $301,083. 


Reports of Earnings Padded. 

‘The passenger earnings also were padded 
to the amount of $462,702 in five years. The 
report tells how it was done: 

“From 1903 to date checks for various 
amounts varying from $500 to §3,000 were 
made out by A. C. Frost & Co., and used 
either in the purchase of tickets or sent di- 
rectly to the treasurer at Highwood and. 
credited as passenger receipts. Our investi- 
gation shows that these were not bona fide 
sales of tickets and should not be credited 
as passenger earnings. 

“On A. C. Frost & Co.'s books these pay- 
ments were first charged to an account called. 
the Chicago and Milwaukee Electric railroad 
(general account), no corresponding account, 
of course, ap ring on the railroad compa- 
ny's books. At the end of each year these

MORSE, ON STAND, 
‘FORGETS’ DETAILS 
Silence Answers Questions as 


to “Dummy” Loans; Denies 
He Knew Whiting. 


JACKSON GIVEN A BLOW. 


Witness Says Attorney General 
Started Action When 
Squeezed in Ice. ¢ 


New York, Oct: 29.—[Special.]—Charles W. 
Morse took the witness stand in his own de- 
fense today fm the federal court, and he was 
s0 cold in his irresponsiveness,.even to his 
own counsel, that Wallace McFarlane, who 
conducted his direct examination, got warm 
himself, not to say hot, trying to get out of 
his cHent direct and enlightening replies to 
his questions, 

Mr. Morse. could remember little directly 
or explicitly, although, Uke Curtis, whose 
recollections became much more precise when 
it was a question of responsibility that could 
be shifted to Morse than at other times, 
Morse’s memory also became clearer occa- 
sionally when a little something favorable to 
his case presented Itself. 

He remembered well. for example, a letter 
received from Mre. Gelehenen asking him to 
invest some stack for her, some stock which 
it had been made to appear he had been 
earrying in her name for profit making and 
for loan facilities. Unfortunately the letter 
bore no date, which moved Mr. McFarlane to 
remark on the frequency of this omission in 
women’s letters. 


Silent on “Dummy” Loans. 

Mr. Morse would not answer questions re- 
lating to his loans and his ‘‘ dummy ”’ loans, 
ae a rule, without reference to the records, 
and he caused some amusement when he not 
only fafied to read them aright but, at one 
time -testified from them about one loan 
when his counsel was asking him about an- 
other. 

“The day began with Mr. Curtisagain on the 
stand. Mr. Stimeon brought out by him on 
ecross-examination that some of Morse’s 
loans never were reported to the directors 
at all, that Morse was the only one allowed 
regularly to overdraw his account, and that 
Morse repudiated one $40,000 loan altogether 
after he had quit the bank last fall. 


Testify to Curtis’ Honesty. 

Following Curtis’ testimony, his couneel, 
former Judge Olcott, introduced a dozen wit- 
nesses to testify to his client’s honesty and 
veracity. Col. Thompson, who wasa director 
in the National Bank of North America, as 
was Mr. Fiaglier, also testified that in Febru- 
ary, 1906, Curtis had said to him, in answer to 
a question as to how the bank was getting on, 
that it was doing splendidly, Curtis adding: 

“T have been making a lot of money for 
‘he bank In ice, and I'm going to make a lot 
more.” 

Col. Thompson then asked him: ‘“‘ Hasthe 
bank been speculating in ice?’’ and Curtis, 
he sald, responded: ‘‘ No; ‘the Httle man’ 
is doing it. He is carrying ice and giving the 
bank the profits.”’ 

Col. Thompson etartied the courtroom 
when he was asked if the attorney general 
(Jackson) had not stated that there had been 

created an artificial monopoly in ice. 

“ After he had been caught shorn of the 
market—and only then,” answered the wit- 
ness. \ 

Morse Tejls Bank Career. 

Mr. Morse on the stand said he had become 
identified with the Bank of the State of New 
York in 1895 and the Bank of North America 
in 1902; He never had been employed in 
any bank or had any experience in practical 
routine of banking, he said, and he would 
not call himself a practical banker. He had 
never heen a salaried officer of anybank. He 
continued: 

‘tT had become acquainted with Curtis and 
Wire in the Bgenk of the State of New York 
and I used my influence to have them made 
officers of the Bank of North Ameri and 
I relied entirely upon them for the ré 
business of the bank.

CHARGE OF MALICE MADE. 


Clash of Acquitted Attorney and 
Prosecutor Barbour Nar- 
rowly Averted. 


After an exciting scene in court yesterday 
Judge McSurely instructed a jury to find 
Attornéy Charles BE.

The e making 
“Theodore Roosevelt has placed among the 
statutes of the nition laws regulating the 
great carriers in the interest of the com- 
mon good, amending the interstate com- 
merce act, penalizing the rebate evil, 
creating an executive department of com- 
meree and labor. protecting our food sup- 
ply and the purity of drugs, creating a 
currency commission to lay the founda- 
tion of scientific and permanent currency 
reform, initiating social reforms through 
the safety appliance act, the employers’ 
liability act, the act regulating hours for 
employés of interstate railways, and the 
act forbidding child Jabor in the District 
of Columbia. 

The briefest enumeration of this legis- 
lation must indicate to the thinking. voter 
the exceptional labor before thé next ex- 
ecutive and his administration. The 
work blocked out by Mr. Roosevelt and 
‘his adinimistration has only now reached 
its critical stage. If it be wisely admin- 
istered and perfected as experience justi- 
fies we shall preserve the good; won. if 
not, it will be lost. 

Mr. Bryan’s twelve years of bubtic life 
leave no ground for doubt as to what 


‘reform in the event of his election. To 
begin. with, he has publicly announced 
his belief that its most important meas- 
ure,~the regulation of railroad.rates, is a 
vain policy which must eventually be 
followed by the drastic, socialistic plan of 
government ownership.

Not only is Mr. Bryan’s mentality unfit 
to deal with the great difficulties of con- 
structive work im such circumstances, 
bis will is defective. It is true he per- 
sonaliy has stood pat on bis 16 to 1 and 
government ownership theories. But if 
he has not had the candor to disown nor 
the wisdom te correct error he has yielded 
to the pressure of political opportunism

One of its objects is to aid im the en- 
forcement of laws designed to reduce the 
number of accidents on Independence 
day. The mere enactment of such Jaws 
would amount to nothing if there should 
not be behind them an organized, vigilant 
pyblic sentiment that demanded their en- 
forcement. It will be part of the work 
a new association to develop that 

timent and impress upon the officers of 
the law the wisdom of respecting it. 

The association intends to endeavor to 
secure such type of celebration of Inde- 
pendence day as shall “promote true 
patriotism.” That is a commendable pur- 
pose. Certainly there is no trace of “ true 
patriotism” in the present barbaric and 
mutderous method of keeping the day. 
But there must be entertainment as well 
as imstruction. An Independence day of 
exclusive, unadulterated patriotism would 
not go down. The association should de- 
vise rational amusement. to take the 
place of the savagery of the Fourth.

LTHOUGH no work of reference that I 
can find makes any mention of the 
fact, yet King Edward, by virtue of 
hie heredity office of sovereign and 
supreme head of the Church of Eng- 

land, enjoys, like hig predecessors on the 
throne ever since the reign of James l., the | 
monopoly of printing the so-called “ author- 
ized version "' of the le and of the book of 
common prayer, ia to say, of the liturgy. 
Licenses are granted in his name to the Ox- 
ford and “‘ambridge university presses, and 
to certain societies, to print and publish the 
bible and the prayer book. 

But this can only be done with his permis- 
sion, and were he to will it, he could by a mere 
decree put a stop to the printing of every 
Anglican bite and prayer book in the united 

kingdom. nder ordinary circumstances 
copyright privileges do not extend beyond 
forty-two years, or for the life of the author 
and seven years following, whichever may 
be the longer. But here is a copyright that 
has existed for centuries, and its continua- 
tion can best be explained by the legal fic- 


tion that the sovereign never dies, and that . 


the so-called ‘‘ demise of the crown "’ merely 
consists of the transfer of the royal author- 
ity from one person to another. 

Thus, any firm of publishers, or individual, 
taking upon themselves or himself to print 
and issue a bible or a liturgy of the Church of 
England, without having duly obtained the 
sanction of the crown, would be liable to all 
the pains and penalties provided for infrac- 
tion of the copyright laws. The king also 
enjoys the monopoly of printing all acts of 
parliament, proclamations, and orders of 
eouncil, that is to say, decrees of the privy 
council, and this right he farms out to a 
couple of firms of publishers, who are known 
as “‘ the king's printers.’’

Mise Cicely Horner, who is about to marry 
the Hon. George Lambton, one of the young- 
er brothers of the earl of Durham, and of 
Vice Admiral Sir Edward Lambton, com- 
mander in chief of the British naval forces 
in the far east, is a handsome girl, who is as 
clever as she is good looking, and belonged to 
that group of eclectics who used to go by 
the name of *‘ The Souls,"’ and which includ- 
ed among its most conspicuous members the 
duchess of Portland and of Rutland, Mrs. 
“Dodo"’ Asquith, the wife of the preniier; 
also ex-Premier Balfour, and others. A 
daughter of that good old country family 
which furnished the hero of the popular 
nursery rhyme, beginning “ Little Jack 
Horner sat in a corner,’’ she will wear on 
her wedding day a veil made by nuns for 
Mary Queen of Scots when she was a prisoner 
at Fotheringgay castle, and which was pre- 
sented considerably over a hundred years ago 
by the last of the Stuart princes, Henry, duke 
of York, and known as Cardinal York, to the 
head of the Horner family of his day. It is 
of a deep cream color, and bordered with 
edifying verses in large and distinct ietters, 
which do not exactly tend to set off the 
beauty of the wearer. 

Miss Horner’s father, Sir John Horner, who 
owes his title to his services in connection 
with the management of the crown property, 
which King Edward, like Queen Victoria, 
and his granduncie, William 1V., before him, 
surrendered on his accession to the throne 
to the government’in return for a civil list, 
spent some time at Washington in. his young- 
er days, as an attaché of the Alabama claims 
commission, and on quitting the national 
capital made his way to California, return- 
ing via Vancouver. It was during his uni- 
versity career at Oxford that he formed a 
close and intimate friendship with Lord 
‘Rosebery, and likewise with Lord Lans- 
downe, both of whom had been with him 
at Eton, Lord Lansdowne heing afterwards 

with him at Baliol, which was then under the 
mastership of Dr. Scott, famous the world 
over as one of the compliers of Liddell & 
Seott's Greek lexicon. 

He has a beautiful country place at Mels 
Park, in Somersetshire, where he is lord of 
the manor, the place having been in posses- 
sion of the family since the days of the 
reformation, up till which time it formed 
part of the manorial! estates belonging to the 
enormously wealthy akbey of Giastonbury. 
These estates were distributed among vari- 
ous families high in the favor of Henry VIII., 
and the fact is commemorated in the well 
known west country couplet: 

“ Windham, Horner, Popham, and Thyme, 

When the Abbot went out they came in.”

A sister of Miss Cicely Horner married 
about a Year ago Kaymond Asquith, eldest 
son of the premier, by his former marriage. 
With regard to George Lambton, he is of al! 
Lord Durham's brothers the one who fs most 
enthusiastically devoted to the turf, and has 
a picturesque place at Newmarket. More- 
over, as he has inherited none of the irrita- 
bility andaggressiveneéess of his grandfather, 
the first earl, characteristics which have ap- 
parently fallen to the share of the present 
peer, there is every reason to believe that 
his marriage will be a happy one. The first 
earl enjoyed the reputation of being the most 
cantankerous man in the house of commons, 
on which account he was shipped off to 
Canada as its first governor general, and 
when he declined to remain there any longer, 
and came home, he was created in hot haste 
a peer of the realm, in order to pfevent at all 
costs his reéntering the house of commons. 

In fact, there is much in the chara@ter of 
the first and the present Lords Durham that 
recalis their ancestor, who, according to 
local tradition, rid the district in which 
Lambton castle, their country seat, is sit- 
uated, of a terrible dragon by which it was in- 
fested,, arming himself for the fray with a 
mail coat studded with razors, their edges 
turned outwards. This hero and his peculiar 
armor are commemorated by an ancient and 
mutilated effigy at Lambton castle; and the 
razor studded coat seems in keeping with the 
character and manner of the lords of Dur- 
ham. 

It is only fair to the present earl to say 
that, while his temper is cranky, his sense 
of honor and of fair play is of the loftiest, es- 
pecially in everything relating to sport. In- 
deed, he may be described as one of the 
watchdogs of the English racing world. He 
is fierce and relentless in his denunciation of 
anything that appears to he in the least 
crooked, or even suspicious, on the turf, and 
it may be remembered that by a memorable 
speech which he delivered some years ago 
at the Gimcrack club dinner at York, calil- 
ing into question the methods of the stable 
and of the running of the horses of Sir George 
Chetwynd, he virtually forced the baronet 
to sue him for libel, with the result that Sir 
George Was defeated, and withdrew from the 
Jockey club. 

Among the many measures aiming at the 
purification of the turf initiated by Lord 
Durham is one which has for its object the 
abolition of the rule which permits pseudo- 
nyms to be registered. He declares that 


' there are at the present moment over fifty 


racehorse owners racing under assumed 


Names, many of them with the object of de- 


ceiving either their creditors, their employ- 
ers, or their relatives. According to Lord 
Durham the plan “ encourages dishonesty,”’ 
and he declares that * an assumed name on 
the turf is useful, in the main, to people whose 
character is so bad that they cannot race 
under their own name.”’ 

Lord Durham ifs one of twin brothers, and 
by coming into the world a minute or two 
in advance of his brother, Fred, inherited 
the earldom of Durham, along with Lambton 
castle and all the entailed property and 
mines, yielding revenues to the extent of 
some $400,000 per annum.

He has hardly 
ever tried a case himeelf; he has no standing 
at the bar; the lawyers of his party have no 
use for him. They sneer at his aspirations. 
He has not a single qualification to render 
him respectable or aseful in the office of 
state’s attorney. His election would be a 
scandal and an obstruction to the course of 
justice in Cook county.”’ 


Says It Would Be Catastrophe. 


“The election of this man to the highest 
office in the county, the office demanding the 
greatest amount of integrity and ability, 
would be a catastrophe,” continued Mr, 
Creekmiur. 

“The great majority of lawyers, business 
men, and citizens of Chicago are not inter 
ested in the criminal cases that are handled 
by the state’s attorney's office further than 
to see that the guilty are punished. In the 
event of Mr. Kern's election we could not 
expect that would be the case. The records 
of his previous administration show that. 

“The fact that Saloonkeeper O’Maliey is 
forcing those whom he controls fn his district 
to come out for Kern, to place pictures in 
windows, and in other ways appear to favor 
his candidacy convinces me that we could 
expect nothing better from him aow.” 

Corporation Couneel Edward J. Brundage 
was another of the members of the Chicago 
Bar association who flayed Mr. Kern because 
of his resurrected record. According to Mr. 
Brundage, the ghost of this record is suffi- 
cient to prevent him entering office again. 


Depends on State’s Attorney. 


“The entire police department and detec- 
tive bureau are of no value to Chicago unléss 
we have some sort of guarantee that gulity 
persons, when arrested, will be brought to 
justice through the office of the state's at- 
torney,” said Mr. Brundage. “ Uniess the 
state’s attorney will prosecute these people 
the money expended in apprehending crim- 
inals and bringing them into court has been 
wasted. Mr. Kern’s record shows that he 
would not prosecute such cases. Asaetate’s 
attorney he was a failure. There is no rea- 
son why he should be given an opportunity 
to repeat his past performances.” 

“The state’s attorneyship: situation is a 
simple rropowition and should not-be diffi- 
cult to solve,”’ said Julius Stern, president of 
the Citizens’ association, ‘“‘ Jacob Kern did 
not give a satisfactory administration when 
he was state’s attorney. He has had his 
trial and there is no reason to coneider giving 
him another. 

“Mr. Wayman has not been given a trial, 
but he is an upright man whose character 
and reputation are such that we well may 
expect an honest administration from him.’’ 


Public Good Demands Defeat. 


Attorney H. H. C. Miller scanned Mr. 
Kern’s record with a disapproving eye, and 
added his voice to those who protested 
against a repetition of such acts as took 
place in the office of the state’s attorney in 
the early ‘00s, when Mr. Kern occupied it. 

“That record is bad—exceedingly bad,’’ 
said he. “ The public good demands his de- 
feat and the election of his opponent, Mr. 
Wayman, without regard to partisan politics. 

** The situation is such that Mr. Street prac- 
tically Is out of the race. A yote for him is 
but indirect support to Kern, as it is a yote 
against Mr. Wayman. This is an important 
point and one which should be weighed well 
by every voter.”’ 

George Dixon, secretary of the Arthur 
Dixon Transfer company and chairman of 
the political action committe of the Hamil- 
ton club, refused to give his opinion of Mr. 
Kern, because, he said, it had been the policy 
of those who make up the committee, to avoid 
anything that might be construed as “ mud 
slinging.’”’ 

“It is énough to say that I am going to 
cast my vote, along with a great body of busi- 
nes men regardless of party lines, for Mr. 
Wayman,” said Mr. Dixon. “ Mr. Wayman 
is upright and capable, and those are the 
requisites which should be considered for 
such an important office as that of state’s at- 
torney.”’ 

Thinks Wayman an Ideal Man. 

“Wayman is high principled, strong, and 
capable—an ideal man to cope with the dim- 
cult problems that are presented to the state’s 
attornéy of a great county like Cook,” said 


‘Edwin W. Sims, United States district at- 


tormey. “It is the most important office in 
the county or city, and I feel confident that 
Mr. Wayman will fill it creditably.” 

Attorney Luther Lafiin Millis said: 

“I shail vote for Mr. Wayman, the repub- 
lican candidate for the state's attorneyship. 
i regard him as well qualified for that high 
office, and believe that in the event of his

FIGHT AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


‘Cyclone’ Beats His Opponent to 
a Standstill and the Police 
Finally Interfere. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 29.—[Special.]— 
Boer Unholz lasted just eleven rounds 
against “Cyclone Johnny ”’ Thompson to- 
night. Beaten to a standstill, with his right 
arm out of commission, and no chance to 
win, he was knocked down three times; for 
the third just as the gong clanged, his body 
shooting through the repes anc out among 
the newspapermen. As he was hauled_back 
into the ring Capt. Anderson came through 
the ropes, and, roughly throwing the Boer 
to the canvas, called a halt. 

It was just as well the fight was stopped, 
althotgh the roughness of’ the police cap- 
tain in handling the defeated man Was en- 
tirely unnecessary. The Boer claims that 
he injured his right arm as edrly as the 
third round. Certainly, for a number of 
rounds he had not been using that member 
and toward: the close. not, at all. But for all 
that, even granting that he was crippled be- 
yond hope, Unholz showed little of the heart 
that goes to make a game fighter. 


Boer Willing to Quit. 

There were many times that he wanted to 
quit, and showed it only too plainly. From 
the moment that he. was knocked down in the 
fourth with a left to the jaw. Rudie fought a 
losing’ battle. He tried to come back in 
spurts, but he had neither the ability to 
fight nor the desire to mix. It was a poor 
-specimen.of a contest, as far as he was con- 
cerned, and Thompson deserves but littie 
more credit in that he did not finish his op- 
ponem more speedily than he did. 

All told, the fight, if such it may be called, 
was a rank disappointment to the crowd. 
Neither displayed class and too much of the 
time was given to wrestling, heads and shoul- 
| ders together, while the boxers were vainly 
trying to land in these clinches. 

Three rounds of this sort of work and the 
resultant hissing from the crowd brought 
about a change for the better, as the pair 
worked more in the open. But at the best it 
was a rank failure. Thompson certainiy 
can be credited with trying all the wey, but 
that lets him out. 


Little Credit Given Winner. 

Unholz proved only too well tonight that as 
a fighter he is an impossibility. He knows 
nothing of the game; can do little but lock 
horne and swing at random. That lets him 
out. Thompson, on the other hand, is will- 
ing to take punishment if it comes his way, 
but aside from that and his aggressiveness, 
lacks in the quality that goes to make a 
fighter that the crowd cares to see. 

As a preliminary Johnny Murphy and Lew 
Powell fought twenty rounds to a draw. 
Murphy showed the aggressiveness of the 
pair and the preliminary was a better fight 
than the main event. .

Sales Agent in Federal Hearing Says 
Reading Railway President Fixes the 
Price of Anthracite in State. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 20.—{Special}. ]}~+That 
George F. Baer, president of the Reading 
railway company, fixes the price of anthra- 
cite coal in Pennsylvania was declated by a 
| Witness at the hearing of the discrimination 
charge against the railroad before a referee 
in the Federal building today. 

Robert J. Montgomery, general sales agent 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron compaty, wae on the stand at the time. 
Assistant United States District Attorney 
McReynolds of New York cross examined 
him. The witness had just denied that he had 
anything to do with fixing prices for anthra- 
cite coal. 

“Then who does fix the price?” asked Mr. 
McReynolds. 

Montgomery paused for a moment, then an- 
swered slowly and deliberately. 

“ George F. Baer, president of the Reading 
railway company, always fixes the price him- 
self,” Montgomery said. ‘‘ When he wants to 
make a change he sends a schedule of rates 
to the general sales agent of the company. 
He did so with my predecessor. I suppose he 
will do so with me when he wants to make 
another change. I have nothing to do with 
rates.”’ 

** Does Mr. Baer fix the price without con- 
sulting any one else?’’ 

“Usually after a consultation with First 
Vice President Voorheeés.”’ 

D. J. Baird, secretary of the Lehigh Valley 
railroad and of the Lehigh Valley Coal com- 
pany, was questioned closely concerning the 
formation of the Hazleton Coal corhpany. 

“Is it not a fact that the Hazleton Coal 
company was owned by the Philadelphia and 
Reading railway company?’ asked Mr. Mc- 
Reynolds.
